Reconsiders 

THE  FIRST  BREAK  in  a 
hitherto  solid  program  by  Inter 
Organizational  Council  to  block 
studentbody  passage  of  several 
constitutional  amendments  oc- 
curred Wednesday  when  one  of 
the  main  opponents  switched  his 
position  on  the  issue. 

Gayle  Norton,  one  of  the  six 
IOC  group  presidents,  stated  that 
he  wanted  to  "publicly  acknow-  - 
ledge  that  my  decision  to  sup- 
port the  views  of  the  IOC  officers 
was- made  in  haste.” 

“AS  PRESIDENT  of  all  de- 
partmental organizations  repre- 
sented in  IOC,  I strongly  urge 
that  all  departmental  represen- 
tatives thoroughly  investigate 
the  proposed  amendment(s)  and 
give  support  to  our  studentbody 
president  in  his  efforts  to  make 
it  part  of  our  present  constitu- 
tion,” he  continued. 

Norton  said  that  he  had  ar- 
rived at  his  decision  to  support 
the  amendments  after  a 45-min- 
ute conversation  with  Wid  Tin- 
gey,  studentbody  president. 

TINGEY  URGED  the  student- 
body  during  Thursday’s  assem- 
bly to  seriously  consider  the 
amendments.  He  added  that  he 
hoped  the  studentbody  will  sup- 
port Executive  Council,  which 
has  openly  expressed  favor  of 
the  amendments. 

He  said  that  the  amendments 
would  be  a liberal  move  to 
change  the  present  Legislative 
Council,  which  has  a large  bloc 
of  members  who  are  not  elected, 
but  are  members  purely  because 
of  appointments  to  other  posi- 
tions. 

THE  STUDENTBODY  presi- 
dent stated  that  it  is  his  hope 
that  the  entire  constitution  will 
be  revamped  during  spring  quar- 
ter, and  that  a judicial  body  will 
be  created  which  will  be  empow- 
ered to  interpret  that  document. 

Tingey  said  that#Ellen  Keeler, 
studentbody  first  vice  president, 
will  conduct  the  forum,  which  is 
scheduled  for  Friday  in  Room 
260,  Eyring  Science  Center. 

NANCY  BRIGGS,  constitution 
committee  chairman,  declared 
that  she  “intends  to  recruit  some 
objective  students  for  the  com- 
mittee at  the  meeting.

Today  a forum  will  be  conducted  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  several  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  studentbody.  For  perhaps  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  a considerable  amount  of  enthusi- 
asm has  been  aroused  over  the  proposals. 

There  is  a definite  possibility  of  heated  de- 
bate over  several  issues  which  are  directly  or 
indirectly  connected  with  the  issue.  It  is 
matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  Inter- 
-Organization  Council  has  voiced  extreme  dis- 
content with  the  provisions  of  the  proposed 
amendments. 


sentatives  of  factions — and  it  must  be  recog- 
nized that  representative  government  cannot 
be  attained  unless  the  membership  of  those 
persons  is  abolished. 

Eighteen  members  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, the  policy-making  body  for  the  entire  stu- 
dentbody, were  not  elected  by  any  representa- 
tive segment  of  this  studentbody.  Those  18 
members  constitute  nearly  half  of  the  presently 
constituted  38-member  complement  of  Legis- 
lative Council. 


If  IOC  had  been  united  in  its  efforts  to  im- 
pose its  will  on  the  studentbody,  the  amend- 
ment proposals  would  never  have  reached  the 
. studentbody  in  their  present  form. 


IOC  has  six  members  in  the  present  Legis- 
lative Council.  Three  members  voted  against 
the  amendment  proposal  in  the  present  form. 
Since  only  16  members  voted,  IOC’s  six  mem- 
bers could  have  blocked  the  measures,  because 
the  constitution  provides  that  a two-thirds 
majority  is  necessary  to  pass  an  amendment 
proposal. 


That  is  the  real  issue — purely  representative 
government  versus  factional  or  appointive  gov- 
ernment. The  proposed  Senate  would  be  com- 
posed of  a group  of  officers  who  have  been  duly 
elected  by  either  a class,  Associated  Women 
Students,  Associated  Men  Students,  or  the  en- 
tire studentbody. 


However,  the  real  issue  is  this:  the  present 
legislative  group  on  this  campus  has  18  mem- 
bers who  are  either  appointed  or  are  members 
by  virtue  of  exclusive  elections,  that  is,  elec- 
tions which  do  not  include  either  the  entire 
membership  of  a class,  the  entire  male  segment 
of  the  studentbody,  the  entire  female  segment 
of  the  studentbody,  or  the  entire  studentbody. 


The  picture  has  been  presented.  Students 
should  consider  the  alternatives  when  they 
vote.  They  should  vote  for  the  amendment, 
and  what  it  represents,  or  vote  against  what  it 
represents — and  not  allow  themselves  to  let 
their  vote  represent  petty  animosities  or  minor 
grievances.

Farewell  to  a Champion 


Wednesday  two  expressions  of  appreciation 
to  head  football  Coach  “Chick”  Atkinson  came 
from  two  segments  of  people  which  are  vitally 
concerned  with  football  at  Brigham  Young 
University — the  studentbody  and  the  alumni. 

Atkinson’s  departure  from  the  athletic  scene 
at  this  institution  is  singular  in  that  there  was 
no  attendant  animosity  from  those  groups,  the 
administration,  or  the  press. 

It  is  not  uncommon  for  students  to  hang 
luckless  coaches  in  effigy,  for  qlumni  to  pub- 
licly demand  resignations,  for  the  adminis- 
tration to  summarily  discharge  the  coach,  or 
for  the  press  to  heartlessly  lampoon  the  los- 
ing coach. 


“Chick”  was  not  hanged  in  effigy.  His  resig- 
nation was  not  publicly  demanded,  nor  was  he 
fired.  The  Provo  and  Salt  Lake  daily  news- 
papers defended  his  coaching  ability,  praised 
his  character,  and  hinted  that  he  was  a victim 
of  circumstances. 


Coach  Atkinson’s  departure  will  undoubted- 
ly open  the  curtain  on  a new  phase  of  football 
at  Brigham  Young  University.  The  new  phase 
will  almost  certainly  be  a period  of  emphasis 
on  football.  (“Chick”  weathered  a storm  of 
de-emphasis.) 


It  is  certain  that  no  football  coach  of  merit 
will  take  a position  at  this  university  without 
first  being  assured  that  some  drastic  changes 
in  the  football  program  are  forthcoming.  It  is 
reasonably  certain  that  the  administration  rec- 


ognizes this  problem  and  is  devoting  consid- 
erable energy  toward  solving  it. 

President  Wilkinson  is  in  a position  which 
gives  him  a voice  in  Skyline  Conference  policy. 
He  will  no  doubt  use  this  voice. 


One  thousand  two  hundred 
twenty-nine  green  seats  in  the 
fieldhouse  accommodate  a small 
per  cent  of  BYU’s  studentbody 
at  assemblies.  Students  who  are 
unable  to  arrive  early  enough 
to  get  a green  seat  must  sit 
the  backless  boards  in  the  bal- 
conies. They  are  hard  boards  to 
sit  on,  especially  to  those  who 
notice  vacancies  in  thp  section 
of  green  seats;  vacancies  made 
b^pause  students  saved  seats  for 
friends  who  failed  to  arrive.

BESIDES  TRAINING  professional  scouters  the  program  is  also  j 
planned  to  train  college-level  men  to  serve  more  effectively  as  : 
volunteers  in  community  and  church  scouting  programs. 

BYU  administration  and  officials  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  became  interested  in  establishing  the 
scouting  department  because  .the  LDS  Church  uses  scouting  ex- 
tensively in  its  youth  development  program,  according  to  Pres. 
Taylor. 


THE  CHURCH  HAS  A higher  percentage  of  scout  participants  | 
than  any  other  group  and  has  been  widely  noted  for  its  extensive  1 
participation.  “Therefore  we  feel  we  can  train  you  men  for  1 
leadership  in  scouting,”  he  said.  “The  University  presidency  are 
enthusiastic  over  possibilities  of  the  new  program,”  he  said. 

JAY  B.  NASH,  DEAN  of  the  college  of  recreation,  health  and 
physical  education  and  athletics,  under  which  the  youth  leader- 
ship program  will  come,  cited  the  program  as  a leader  in  part 
of  a general  movement  throughout  colleges  to  take  more  respon-  I 
sibility  for  training  youth  leaders.  “BYU  is  ip  the  lead  and  pro- 
poses to  stay  there  so  far  as  this  curriculum  is  concerned  over  | 
the  next  decades.” 


BRIGHAM  YOUNG  UNIVERSITY  students  may  begin  grad- 
uating as  Boy  Scouters  under  a “Youth  Leadership”  department 
to  be  added  to  the  curriculum  winter  quarter. 

The  new  department,  in  the  college  of  Recreation,  Physical 
and  Health  Education,  and  Athletics,  “will  center  around  training 
applicants  for  professional  scouting  positions,”  according  to  Royal 
B.  Stone,  BYU  scouting  director.  However,  major  requirements 
will  include  a few  courses' in  general  youth  work. 

ACCORDING  TO  STONE  BYU  is  the  first  college  to  offer 
a major  in  scouting.  The  nearest  equivalent  college  program  to 
BYU’s  is  a humanics  course  offered  by  four  colleges  in  which 
scout  training  is  combined  with  various  other  youth  fields  such 
as  boys’  and  girls’  clubs.  BYU’s  courses  are  “pure  scouting”  Stone 
said.  BYU  will  give  15  scouting  courses,  more  than  any  of  the 
183  colleges  in  the  country  which  give  scouting -courses. 


‘BE  PREPARED 


PLANS  ALSO  CALL  FOR  setting  up  a BYU  practice  labor- 
atory camp  for  lab  work  in  outdoor  courses. 

BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  has  made  several  per- 
sonal contacts  with  national  Boy  Scout  Headquarters  in  New  York 
City  to  coordinate  BYU’s  program  into  the  Scout  executive  train- 
ing program.  Tentative  plans  include  periodic  interviews  between 
majors  and  the  National  Council  to  aid  in  job  placement  on 
completion  of  the  course. 

ALL  PROFESSIONAL  BOY  Scouters  must  be  selected  by  the 
national  council  and  then  must  complete  the  council’s  45-day 
Scout  Training  course.  Stone  cited  BYU’s  program  as  excellent 
background  work  for  candidates.

(1)  A coach  with  a fine  background  and  reputation,  wl 
will  be  given  a freer  hand  at  running  his  program  than  his  pi 
decessors,  must  be  obtained. 

At  present,  there  exists  the  problem  of  “selling”  BYU  fo| 
ball  to  prospective  athletes  who  may  or  may  not  comprise -fl 
Cougar  squads  in  the  near  future.  A coach  with  a fine  reputatS 
and  of  proven  ability  can  do  much  toward  this  end. 

(2)  The  Administration  will  have  to  lend  a more  positn 
atmosphere  toward  the  development  of  a workable  and  success) 
football  program.  Buy  athletes?  No.  Simply  take  advantage'. 
Conference  recruiting  allowances  as  have  many  other  institi 
tions  in  the  area. 

This  may  be  done  by  encouraging  alumni  and  booster 
club  support  and  accept  funds  donated  to  the  football  or 
athletic  program.  We  understand  there  has  been  some  im- 
provement along  these  lines  already,  but  feel  that  a public 
statement  of  policy  would  help  immeasurably. 

Also,  with  this  new  influx  of  monies,  the  coaches  would  } 
able  to  recruit  on  a wider  basis  than  with  the  limited  amoui  * 
of  scholarships  previously  alloted  to  athletics.
